C HEREAS, by divers Laws now in force, divers Penaltics and Diſabilities have been impoſed on 

Papiſts or Perſons profeſſing the Popiſh Religion, or holding Communion with the See of Roms, 

© and their Children, and certain Principles have been attributed to them which are dangerous to Society and 
© civil Liberty, and which they are willing to diſclaim : And whereas it is expedient that ſuch Perfons as 
* ſhall take the Oath of Allegiance, Abjuration, and Declaration hereinafter mentioned, thall be relieved from 
© ſome of the Penaltics and Diſabilities aforeſaid :?* May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be en- 
acted ; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the 
Lords Spiritual and 'Femporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority cf 
the ſame, I hat, from and after the twenty- fourth Day of Zune one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-one, 
it ſhall be Jawful for Perſons profeſſing the Roman Catholick Religion perſonally to appear in any of Eis Ma- 
jeſty's Courts of Chancery, King's Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer, at Liner, or in any Court 
of General Quarter Seſſions of and for the County, City, or Place, where ſuch Perton ſhall retide, and there, in

F OR the better Regulation of Gaols, and other Places of Confinement uſed as Houſes of Correction 
or Penitentiary Houſes, in and tor the (ſeveral Counties, Ridings, and Diviſions, within that Part of 
© Great Britain, called England :* Be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeity, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament af. 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That the Juſtices of the Peace aſſembled at one or more Ge- 
neral or Quarter Seſſions for any County, Riding, or Diviſion, or at any {pecial Adjournment thereof, held 
for ſuch expreſs Purpole, of which Seſſions or Adjournment publick Notice ſhall have been given in ſome 
Newſpaper circulating in ſuch County, and ſigned by the Clerk of the Peace, and at which five Juſtices at 
leaſt ſhall be preſent, ſhall appoint a Governor or Taſk Maſter, and ſuch other Officers for every Place 
of Confinement uſed as . of Correction, or Penitentiary Houſe, in and tor ſuch County, Riding, or 
Diviſton, and with ſuch Salaries and Allowances for the ſaid Governor, and other Officers, as they the ſaid 
Juſtices, or the major Part of them, ſhall deem neceſſary, and to order or direct the ſaid Salaries to be paid

the ſaid Juſtices, at their General or 7 Great Seſſions, or any Adjournment thereof, ſhall refuſe or neglect 
to quit the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Houſe tor forty-eight Hours next after Notice given to him in Writing by 
the Clerk of the Peace, any two or more of the ſaid Juſtices, upon Proof before them of ſuch Order of Re— 
moval, ſuch Notice thereof, and ſuch Neglect or Refuſal to comply with the ſame, may, by Warrant 
under their Hands and Seals, direct the Sheriff of the ſaid County to remove ſuch Governor out of the 
ſaid Houſe, and the Sheriff ſhall accordingly clear the Poſſeſſion thereof, in like Manner as upon a Writ 
of Habere facias P:ſſ:{/i5nem.

HEREAS the maintaining and preſerving the ſeveral Oyſter Fiſheries of this Kingdom is 2 
great national Object: And whereas the Laws now in being are not ſuficient effectually to main- 
tain and preſcrve the faid Fiſheries, and to prevent the deſtroying of the Oyſter Brood therein; in order 
therefore the better to protect the ſaid Fiſheries, and to prevent the deſtroying of the Oyſter Brood within 
the fame, may it pleaſe your Majeity that it may be enacted ;* and be it enacted by the King's inoſt Ex- 
cellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com. 
mons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That if any Perfon or

6 HEREAS the eſtabliſhing of a general Trade and Commerce from theſe Kingdoms to and with 
18 \ \ the Coaſts of Africa, and from thence to and with the ſeveral interior Kingdoms and Countries of 

that Continent, would be highly beneficial to the ManufaRories and other trading Intereſts of theſe King. 
© doms : And whereas the interior Kingdoms and Countries, of the ſaid Continent have not hitherto been

© Middleſex by the Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid County; and in all Places within the City and Liberty 
of Wiltmin/ter, at the General Quarter Seſſions of the Peace, holden in and for the ſaid City and Liberty;

6 HEREAS an Act was made in the thirty-firſt Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, inti- 
6 tuled, An A+! to continue, for a limited Time, and to amend an Act made in the laſt Seſſian of Par- 


6 lament, intituled, As Att to amend, and continue, for a limited Time, ſeveral Afis of Parliament for re- 
* eulatiag the ſhipping and carrying Slaves in Britiſh Vel, from the Craft of Africa:“ And whereas it is ex- 
© pedient to continue the faid Act tor a limited Time;”* be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt Excel- 
ſent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Lemporal, and Commons, 
in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, ad by the Authority of che ſame, That it ſhall not be lawful for any 
Maſter or other Perſon taking or having the Charge or Command of any Hritiſb Ship or Veſlel whatever, 
which ſhall clear out from any Port of this Kingdom, from and after the firſt Day of Auguſt one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety-two, to have on Board at any one Time, or to convey, carry, da or tranſport 
Slaves from the Coaſt of Africa to any Part beyond Sea, in any ſuch Ship or Veſlel, in any greater Number 
than in the Proportion of five ſuch Slaves for every three Tons of the Burthen of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, fo t; 
25 the ſaid Ship or Veſſel ſhall not exced two hundred and one Tons, and moreover of one ſuch Slave f 
every additional Ton of ſuch Ship or Veſſel over and above the ſaid Burthen of two hundred and one Tons ; 
or Male Slaves who ſhall exceed four Feet four Inches in Height, in any greater Number than in the Pro- 
portion of one ſuch Male Slave to every one Ton of the Burtnen of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſo far as the ſaid 
Ship or Veſlel ſhall not exceed two hundred and one Tons, and moreover of three ſuch Male Slaves, who 
ſhall exceed the ſaid Height of four Feet four Inches, for every additional five Tons of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, 
over and above the ſaid Burthen of two hundred and one Tons; and every fuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall be 
deemed and taken to be of ſuch Tonnage or Burthen as is deſcribed and ſet forth in the reſpective Certificate of 
the Regiſtry of each and every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, granted in purſuance of an Act made in the twenty- 
ſixth Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, intituled, An A for the further Increaſe and Encouragement 
of Shipping and Navigation; and if any fuch Maſter, or other Perſon taking or having the Charge or Com- 
mand of any ſuch Ship or Veſſel, fhall act contrary hereto, ſuch Maſter or other Perſon as atoreſfaid ſhall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of thirty Pounds of lawful Money of Great Britain for each and every ſuch Slave, 
exceeding in Number the Proportions herein-betore limited; one Moiety whereof ſhall go to his Majeſty, 
bis Heirs or Succellors, and the other Moiety thereof ſhall go to any Perſon or Perfons who {hall fir ſt fue for 
the fame : Provided always, That if there ſhall be in any ſuch Ship or Veſſel any more than two fifth Parts 
of the Slaves who ſhall be Children, and who ſhall not exceed four Feet four Inches in Height, then every five 
ſuch Children over and above the aforeſaid Proportion of two Fifths ſhall be deemed and taken to be equal 
to four of the ſaid Slaves, within the true Intent and Meaning of this Act: Provided always, That nothing 
herein contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to the Caſe of a Ship taking on Board any Number 
ef Slaves that ſhall be found ſhipwrecked, or from on Board any other Ship or Veſſel where, by reaſon of 
Mutiny or Inſurtection among the Slaves, or the Crew, or by Failure of Hands, or by any actual 
Piltrets of the Veſſel, the Maſter or Commander ſhall be diſabled from governing the Ship, or continuing 
the Voyage, the Proof of which ſhall lie upon the Maſter or other Perſon having Charge of ſuch Ship or Vet-

An Act for the more effectual Adminiſtration of the Office of a Juſtice of the Peace in 
ſuch Parts of the Counties of Middleſex and Surrey as lie in and near the Metropolis, 
and for the more effectual Prevention of Felonies. 


8 HERE AS a due and regular Attendance of fit and able Magiſtrates at certain known Places, 
« and at ſtated Times, in ſuch Parts of the Counties of 17:ddleſex and Surrey as lie in and near the 
© Metropolis, and a vigilant and ſteady Adminiſtration of the Laws 4 them, is requiſite to the Mainte. 
© nance of Peace and good Order throughout the Parts aforeſaid :* May it pleaſe your Majeſty that it 
may be it enacted; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aflembled, and by 
the Authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful for his Majeſty to cauſe ſeven ſeveral Publick Of- 
fices to be eſtabliſhed in or near the following Places; namely, the Pariſhes of Saint Margaret, We:/tminſter, 
Saint James, II ęſiminſter; Saint James, Clerkenwell; Saint Leonard, Shoreditch; Saint Mary, Whitechapel; and 
Saint Paul, Shadwell, in the County of Midalgſex, and at or near Saint Margaret's Hill, in the Borough of 
Southwark, in the County of Surrey, and at each of the ſaid Publick Offices to appoint three fit and able 
Perſons, being Futeors of the Peace for the ſaid County of Middleſex, and County of Surrey reſpectively,

* of Popery,) ſeveral Penalties and Diſabilities are impoſed upon all Perſons profeſſing the Roman Catholick 
© Religion, within that Part of the Kingdom of Great Britain called Scotland, who ſhall refuſe to make 
© a Renunciztion of Popery, according to the Formula thereunto ſubjoined, in the Manner therein expreſſed: 
And whereas the Rigour of the aforeſaid Act, at the Time of its paſſing, was chiefly judged expedient, in 
© order to preſerve the Government againſt the Attempts or Efforts of thoſe Perſons, who then did, or were 
© ſuppoſed to acknowledge the temporal Superiority or Power of the Pope, or See of Rome, over that Part of

or more Society or Sccieties of good Fellowſhip, for the Purpote of raiſing, from Time to J'ime, by Sub- 
ſcriptions of the ſeveral Members of every ſuch Society, or by voluntary Contributions, a Stock or Fund for the 
mutual Relief and Maintenance of all and every the Members thereof, in old Age, Sickneſs, and Intirmity, 
or for the Relief of the \Vicows and Children of deceaſed Members; and to and for the ſeveral Members of 
cach ſuch Socie:y, orfuch Number of them as ſhall be nominated a Committce for that Purpoſe, from Time 
to Lime toaſſemble together, and to make, ordain, and conſtitute ſuch proper and wholeſome Rules, Orders, and 
Regulations, for the better Government and Guidance of the fame, as to the major Part of ſuch Society, or

Eu according to the Laws of Exciſe ; and provided ſuch entered and licenſed Lowland Diſtiller or Dit 
tillers ſhall have paid for the preceding Year, Duties to the Extent of fix hundred Pounds, and is going on 
in the ſame Buſineſs, or who, being in that Buſineſs, ſhall require the Suppreſſion of any ſmall Stili within

© that Part of Great Britain called England, it is, amongſt other Things, enacted, that the Number of 


© Private Men to be raiſed by virtue of the ſaid Act, in that Part of Great Britain called England, the 


Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, ſhall conſiſt of the Numbers therein particularly 
© +xentioned : And whereas, in the preſent Situation of publick Affairs, it is highly neceſiary and expedient 
© that the Number of the Militia Forces ſhould be augmented :* Be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That if any Perſon or Perſons, 
properly qualified according to the Laws now in force, ſhall offer to his Majeſty's Lieutenant of any 
County to raiſe one or more Company or Companies, to be added to the Regiment or Battalion of any 
County or Riding, it ſhall and may be lawful for his Majeſty's Lieutenant to accept ſuch Offers and to 
appoint ſuch Officers accordingly ; and that it ſhall likewiſe be lawtul for his Majeſty's Lieutenant to accept 
and cauſe to be inrolled any Number of Volunteers, not exceeding ſuch Number as his Majeſty may, trom 
Time to Time, during the Continuance of this Act, think proper to authorize, to be added as Privates to

* Anendment an Preſervation of the Public Highways, within that Part of Great Britain cated England, 
* and for other Pur peſes, Proviſions and Regulations are by a certain Chaufe mace and directed to be ob- 
ſerved, with reſpect to the Duty required from Perſons not keeping I cams, Draughts, or Ploughs, but 
keeping one or two Horſes, uſed to dra ny Cart or Carts, and alla with reſpect to the Sums to be paid 
by Perlons keeping Coaches or other \Vaocel Carriages, and likewite reſpecting the perſonal Labour re- 
quired from certain Inhabitants of any Pariſh, Iowbnſhip, or Place: And whereas, by another Clauſe in

of ſuch Lands, or entered into any Agreement to demiſe the fame, for the Purpoſe of improving the Came by 
building, and have or has entered into any Covenants or Engagements, in conſequence. whereof ſuch Per- 
ſons or Perſon would, by reaſon of the [Improvements fo made, be bound to pay, upon the Reveal of any 
Leaſe or Grant of ſuch Lands, more than ſuch Perſons or Perſon would be entitled to receive from the 
Under Leflces or Leſiee thereof, it ſhall be lawful for the Lord High Treaſurer, or Commiſhoners of the 
Treaſury for the Time being, to make a juſt Abatement in the Rent and Fine to be referved and paid to 
his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, in conſcquence of ſuch Improvement, and that fuch Leaſe or Grant 
as ſhall be made (Regard being had to ſuch Circumſtances) mall be goud and effectual; any Thing in this 
Act contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. |

Works and Improvements, with reaſonable Profit and Advantage to the Parties making or cauting the 
ſame to be made, or to their Repreſentatives or Aſſigns, in all aud every ſuch Caſe and Caſes it ſhall and 
may be lawful, at any Time or Times hereafter, to renew any ſuch Leaſe, or to grant any further or other 
Leaſe of any ſuch Lands or (Grounds, Mines, Quarries, or Coliteries, or any Part thereof, for any Term 
or Eſtate, not exceeding the 'I'erms or Eſtates authorized to be granted of Lands, Tenements, or Here- 
ditaments of ſuch or the like Deſcriptions, by the ſaid Act of the firtt Year of Queen Arne, or by this Act; 
and that where any Houſes or other Buildings ſhall require, or ſhall be intended and agreed to be rebuilt, 
or any new Houſes or other Buildings to be erected, or where any Houſcs or other Buildings have been, at 
any Time before the paſſing of this Act, erected upon any Land or Ground belonging to, and he'd under,

that in every ſuch Leaſe there be reſerved and made payable to his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succellors, iuch 
Rent or Rents as is or are hereby required to be reſerved, and that Covenants or Conditions be inferted 
therein, on the Part of the reſpective Grantecs or Leitees, for erecting ſuch new Houſes or other Buildings,

to the Quality and Condition of the Buildings then ſtanding upon ſuch Ground, and of the Buildings pro- 
poſed to be erected thereon ; and every Perſon who ſhall be employed to make Surveys and Eftimates, or 
'Valuations, of any ſuch Manors, Meſſuages: Lands, Tenements, Rents, Tithes, Woods, or other-Hered.ta- 
ments as aforeſaid, in conſequence of Applications tor Grants or Renewals of Leaſes thereof, ſholl annex to cach 
Survey and Eſtimate, or Valuation, an Oath (or, being of the People called Prater; an Affirmation) taken 
and ſubſcribed by him before a Juſtice of the Peace in any County, City, or Liberty within this Kingdom, 
the Tenor whereof thall be as follows :

© reſident in France, 2 applied to the Lie of the 22 exerciſing the Powers of Government in France, 
and for preſerving the Property theresf for the Benefit of the Individual Owners theresf,, divers Proviſions 
© have been made reſpecting Money and Effects in the Hands of his Majeſty's Subjects, belonging to, or 
* diſpoſable by, Perſons reſident within the Dominions of France, and the Territories and Places under the 
Government of the Perfons exerciſing the Powers of Government in France : And whereas it is expe- 
dient that more effectual Proviſions ſhould be made for the Preſervation of ſuch Money and Effects than

thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-four, to have on board at any one Time, or to convey, carry, bring, or 
tranſport Slaves from the Coaſt of Africa to any Part beyond Sca, in any ſuch Ship or Veſſel, in any 
greater Number than in the Proportion of five ſuch Slaves tor every three Tons of the Burthen of ſuch Shih 
or Velicl, fo far as the ſaid Ship or Veſſel {hall not exceed two hundred and one Tons, and moreover of 
one ſuch Slave for every additional Ton of ſuch Ship or Veſſel over and above the ſaid Burthen of two hun- 
cred and one Tons, or Male Slaves wao {hall exceed four i cet four Inches in Height, in any greater 
Number than inthe Proportion of one ſuch Male Slave to every ane Jon of the Burthen of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, 
ſo fer as the ſaid Ship or Veſſel ſhall not exceed two hundred and one Tons, and moreover of three ſuch

Perſon as aforeſaid ſhall torieit and pay the Sum of thirty Pounds of lawful Money of Great Britain for each 
and every ſuch Slave, exceeding in Number the Proportions tiereinbetore limited; one Moiety whereof ſhell 
go to his Majeſty, his Heirs or Succetiors, and the other Motety thereof {hail go to any Perſon or Perſons 
who ſhall firſt ſus for the fame; Provided always, T hat if there ſhall be in any ſuch Ship or Meſtel any 
more than two fifth Parts of the Slaves who {ſhall be Children, and who ſhall not exceed four Feet four 
Inches in Height, then every five ſuch Children, over and above the aforeſaid Proportion of Two ſifchs, ſhall 
be deemed and taken to be equal to four of the ſaid Slaves, within the true Intent and Meaning of this Act: 
Provided always, That nothing herein contained ſhall extend, vr be conſtrucd to extend, to the Caſe of 1 
Ship taking on board any Number of Slaves tat ſhall be found ſhipwrecked, or from on board any other 
Ship or Veſlel where, by feaſon of Mutiny or Infurrection among the Slaves or the Crew, or by Fallure of 
Hands, or by any actual Diſtreſs of the Veſſel, the Maſter or Commander ſhall be difabled from governi: x 
the Ship, or continuing the Voyage, the Proof of which ſhall lie upon the Maſter or other Perſon having

and Deſtruction by Fire; and that all and every Policy of Inſurance thereafter made contrary to the 
ſaid Act ſhould be, and the ſame are thereby declared to be null and void to all Intents and Purpoſes 
whatſoever : And whereas the Owners of Ships and others concerned in the I'rade to Africa, under- 
ſtanding that it was merely intended by the above-mentioned Proviſion of the faid Act, to preſcribe and 
{pecify the particular Kinds of Loſs and Damage for which alone an Indemaity ſhould tnereatter be recover- 
able in reſpect to Cargoes of Slaves, and not to interfere with or vary the particular Forms of the Policies 
cf Inſurance, whereby ſuch Inſurances had been theretofore effected, have continued to make Inſurances 
on the Perils and Dangers allowed to be inſured by the ſaid Act, in the ſame general Terms as are con- 
tained in the common Policies theretofore uſed in other Inſurances on Ships and Goods: And whereas 
Doubts have ariſen reſpecting the Validity of ſuch Inſurances fo made on Cargoes of Slaves, on account 
of the Policies whereby the tame are cfected, not being expreſsly reſtrained to the particular Peril and 
Dangers which are by the ſaid Proviſion of the {aid Act alone ſaved and excepted as the Subjects of law- 
ful Inſurance: For Remedy whereof, and for the more effectual Security of ſuch Perſons, be it there fore 
enacted, 2nd it is hereby enacted by the Authority aforefaid, "That nothing in the ſaid Act, or any former 
Att contained, ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to make void any Infurance already made, or which 
hereafter ſnhall be made, upon Ships, Slaves, Goods, and Ivierchandize, in the fame general Terms with 
the Policics now commonly made uſe of in all other Infurances on Ships and Goods; (that is to fay,) on

“ lity ſoever, Barratry of the Meiter and Mariners, and of all other Perils, Loſſes, and Misfortunes that 
« have or ſhall come to the Detriment or Damage thereot :** Provided nevertheleſs, That under ſuch Po- 
licies of Aſſurance ſo made, or to be made, no Lois or Damage ſhall be tcreafter recoverable on account 
of the Mortality of Slaves by natural Death or ill Treatment, or againit Lois by throwing overboard 
of Slaves, on any account whatſoever, or againſt Loſs or Damage by Rettzaints and Detainments by 
Kings, Princes, People, or Inhabitants of Ha, where it ſnall be made appear that ſuch Lofs or Damage 
has been occaſioned through any Aggreſion tor the Purpoſe of procuring Slaves, and committed by tie 
Maſter of any ſuch Ship, or by any L'erſon or eren commanding any Boat or Boats, or Party or Fartics 
of Men belonging to any ſuch Ship, or by any een or Peitons acting by the Ditecuon of any ſuch Maſter 
or Commander reſpectively. 
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« No Veſſel to be cleared out that has not a Surgeon who has paſſed his Examination, Vc. If the Officer 
e at the Port of Diſcharge ſhall be ſatisſied that there have not died on the Voyage more than two Slaves 
©« jn the one hundred, he is to give Certiucates to the Maſter and Surgeon, and on Production thereof to the 
« Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, they ate to order the Maſter 109/., and the Surgeon 501. Like Certiti- 
« cates to be given where the Mortality has not been more than three in the one hundred, which is to entitle 
« the Maſter to $0/., and the Surgeon to 25/. Before any Veſſel is cleared Outwards, the Maſter, Offi- 
« cers, and Mariners to execute Articles of Agreement in the Forms annexed to the Act; and no other 
& Form to be uſed, on Penalty of 50/, Mutter-roll to be regularly kept, on Penalty of 100/7., and fix

An Act for amending ſo much of an Act, paſſed in the thirteenth and fourteenth Years 
of the Reign of his late Majeſty King Charles the Second, intituled, An Ad for or- 
dering the Forces in the ſeveral Counties of this Kingdom, as relates to the Militia of the 
City of Londen; and for the better ordering the ſame. th Jay 1794.] 


: HEREAS the Laws now in force for the Regulation of the Militia of the City of Landen have been 
: found in ſome Reſpects defective: And whereas further Powers are neceſſary for the better ordering of 
the ſaid Militia: Be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and "Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by 
the Authority of the ſame, That his Majeſty's Commiſſioners of Lieutenancy, that now are and hereatter 
ſhall be conſtituted and appointed for the City of Landon, ſhall have full Power and Authority, and are 
hereby required to call together, arm, array, and cauſe to be trained and exerciſed, ſuch Perſons, and in 
ſuch Manner, as is hereinafter directed, once in every Year; and the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall from Time 
to Time conſtitute and appoint a proper Number of Colonels, Lieutenant Colonels, Majors, and other 
Officers, qualified as hereinafter directed, to train, diſcipline, and command tae Perſons ſo to be armed and 
arrayed according to the Rules, Orders, and Directions hereinafter mentioned; and the Officers fo ap- 

ointed ſhall have the ſame Rank in the Army as the Officers of the Reſt of the Militia Forces of this
